Barbara Heck’s memory will be 
honored at Bridge Street United 
Church on Sunday morning in coD- 
neetion with the two hundredth a 
niversary of her birth which has 
‘been observed this year. Mrs. 
Heck’ was one of the co-founders 
of Methndixm in the United Btates 
and as a loyal British subject came 
to Montreal with her husband and 
relatives in the year 1776 and with 
them founded the Methodist church 
tn Canada. She was a woman of 
the greatest devotion and of an 
organizing turn of mind which led 
her to the new world, to found the 
first chapel in New York and to 
lay the broad foundations of that| 
‘Methodism which is now a part of] 
the United Church, 

‘To mark the event, Mrs. Anna. 
Onstatt of New York City, historian 
of the Barbara Heck Bicentennial 
Commission, will speak at Bridge 
-Sereet Church at the morning ser- 
viec. Mrs. Onstatt recently _at- 
tended the celebration at the Blue 
Church near Prescott, the cradic| 
of Methodism on the northern part!

Born in Ireland 


‘Mrs, Heck -was bofn Barbara 
Ruckle m County Limerick, Ireland, | 
tn 1734, a member of » Rhine Pal- 
atinate family which had come to 
Ireland {a the reign of Queen Anne. 
Bhe became in 1760 the wife of 
Paul Heck, a member of the same

ployment. Jeans declared that civiliza- 
tion was endangered not by scientific dis- 
covery and its effects upon man's ways 
but by man’s lack of moral control. 


‘Today the-world hears much of psychol-| “ 


ogy and yet many kriow little how it is 
transforming so many ideas which man 
has held about himself Sir James Jeans 
believes that with it man will shartly real- 
ly come to an appreciation of the mean- 
ing of the admonition, ‘Man, Know? Thy- 
self.” He also lists as blessings and signs 
of progress eugenics, research in agricul- 
ture and industry which will enable larger 
populations to live on the same amount 
of land, as a means of restraining that, 
pressure of civilization which has caused 
wars in the past and'{is a latent threat of 
war. 

While science has caused indirectly and 
occasionally unemployment it in the end 
leads to the finding of new trades and new 
employments, giving jobs to vast numbers, 
the results being rich gifts from science to 
the entire race of man. . The scientist de- 
clares that Iabor-saving devices lead to 
emancipation from soul-destroying toil and 
routine work to the greater leisure and bef- 
ter opportunity for its employment. New 
inventions add to the comfort and pleasure, 
the health and wealth of the community. 
What is needed ig the preservation of bal- 
ance which would mean employment for 
all with continual increase in comfort and 
dignity of life. 

During the last couple of years, science 
has been blamed for a temporary condi- 
tion which will pass and is passing, but as 
Jeans says—it is man’s lack of moral con- 
trol of himself that is,to blame for the de- 
pression. Because beople overbought, 
spent when they did not have money, can- 
not surely be blamed on discovery. It

should not have been inthe garden of 
Eden because man might be tempted. Life 
has temptations and will always have 
them as they serve the very moral parpose| 
of developing resistance and strength of 
character. Man must not lose his balance 
in the ‘presence of discoveries which 
bring him comfort.

Those who plead against the scientific 
era do not take a wide view. Many more 
ills of today will be cured by science than 
will be created thereby. ‘j

GEORGE EDMUND McINTOSH 


Y The recent death of George Edmund, 
McIntosh, Dominion Fruit Commissioner, 
in Ottawa, after a long illness, removes 
one of the most zealous and constructive 
workers in the fruit industry in Canada, 
and a good and kindly citizen. Efficient 
and thorough as he was in his official ca- 
pacity, it will be for his striking and happy 
personalty, his innate courtesy, his consid- 
eration for others, and for sc many admir- 
able traits that went to make up his en- 
viable character that he will be best re- 
membered by those associated with him in| 
his work and the wide circle in the ordin- 
ary roundelay of life which extended 
beyond the boundaries of the Dominion. 
‘In a sentence, George McIntosh was a nat- 
ural gentleman. 2 

There has been no man in,Canada who! 
labored more consistently. to elevate the 
standards and enhance the national integ- 
rity, as these apply to the fi industry, 
and before he passed on he saw some ad- 
vance made tewards the goal that he 
strived so earnestly to reach.

While he was editor of his newspaper’ 
he was invited to carry out an intensive 
survey of the markets for Ontario fruits 
by the Fruit Growers’ Association of the 
province.

RECENT REVELATIONS of the ramifi-| 
cations of the international armament 
trust are startling. That the armament 
business is a gigantic racket seems estab- 
lished—like the god of war it has no 
country, no patriotism, only an insatiable 
appetite for dollars. It has been establish- 
ed that French armament makers, allied 
with the armament makers of Germany 
and other’ nations, have delivered large 
quantities of war material in Germany in 
defiance of the treaty of Versailles. One 
fleet of army tanks were made‘in France 
and shipped to Germany. This was re- 
ported to the French authorities, but noth- 
ing was done about it. Recently another 
shipment of war tanks was made. besides 
other armament, according’ to charges 
made by an international journalist of re- 
pute in a recent magazine article. “Cry 
Havoc” and other revelations of the cold- 











ment trust were read with horror, tinged 
with the thought that they were a bit ex- 
aggerated to say-the least, but revelation 
follows revelation until it’ begins to look 
as jf the first reports were minimized in- 
stead of exaggerated.
